The heaviestlosersaptothe present have 
heen the T'ransatlantic Steamship Comyany, aud 
the Chargeurs Réunis Company. ‘The captains, 
though sorry at feel that tho 
time has come when a check must be put on the 
revojntionary spirit, beginning to provail among: 
French merchant seamen. There ure. actually 
over a hundred steamers lal up in the harbour 
at Marseilles; ut Havro the number of ships 
held up is rapidly increasing. The strike has 
spread to St. Nazuire and Dunkirk; other ports 
are keenly watching the progress of the serious 
grive. The situation is alarming ; every port in 
time will be filled with ships. symptoms of 
unrest we general; the demands of the men 
will have to be granted—or partly so--as the 
French shipping world cannot stand the presont 
strain much longer.
